This years 7 
regatta promises to be bigger than ever with fleets racing 
out of both Marion and New Bedford. In all, thirteen 
classes will compete in this year's BBR. J/22, J/24, J/ 105, 
Laser & Laser Radial, 29er, Shields, 420, Vanguard 15, 
Frers 33 and PHRF Race, Cruising and Multi-Hull classes 
are all invited to compete in one of the best-known racing 
events throughout the Northeast. 

As of this writing, well over 300 boats had 
already registered via an online website 
(www.buzzardsbayregatta.com) and updates and results 
will be posted daily throughout the weekend. The popu- 
lar 420 class — the only division limited to 100 boats — 
has already been filled.

communication between the high school and the Fire 
Station would be impaired and needs to be corrected. The 
$9,000-plus estimate from Motorola to remedy the prob- 
lem is admittedly steep, and is a cost burden the town 
cannot afford. 

"I see this clearly as a district expense/' said 
Selectman Andrews. Chief Scott agreed, and added that 
he has yet to talk with the Fire Chiefs from Marion and 
Rochester but that he intends to do so. 

Selectman Andrews requested that the board 
draft a letter to Marion and Rochester and request that the 
three towns split the cost of the repair. 

The board also notified Chief Scott that a mainte- 
nance contract will be awarded for Fire Department 
equipment to David Scott, after finding that "pursuant to 
MGL Chapter 268 A, section 19 (b) (1), that this interest is 
not so substantial as to be deemed likely to affect the 
integrity of services that the town may expect/ 7 

Chairman Lambalot explained that in 1999 Chief 
Scott requested the town hire his son to perform routine 
maintenance on Fire Department equipment which is 
needed every year. He explained that his son was certified 
to perform such work and was working for the New 
Bedford Fire Department. He also said that his son could 
provide the work for less money than the town was 
paying at the time. The Selectmen gave their verbal 
approval for his hire.

were defined, a measurement for a 70-inch boat was 
utilized. As a result, too many large boats are side by side 
and are bumping into one another. Therefore, he would 
like to amend the regulation, and define a skiff as no more 
that 65 inches, which equals a 13-foot Boston Whaler. He 
will offer a grandfather clause for those who are already 
own a larger boat. However, anyone that transfers to a 
different location, those who bring in new boats or new 
people must meet the new guidelines. 

In regards to the removal of boats during a 
hurricane, the Marine Advisory Board recommended that 
the removal should be part of a Hurricane Preparedness 
Plan. It was suggested that individual boat haulers be 
given a list of boats that can be moved out of the water.

Movability will be determined by size of boat, ease of 
dismantling, and the like. The list may change and will be 
re-evaluated each year. 

The gridding plan for the Mattapoisett Harbor is 
moving along, and the MAB has suggested that mooring 
numbers be visible on the mooring balls. There are over 
150 names on the waiting list for a mooring, and if there 
are moorings in the harbor that are without numbers and 
look neglected, they may be removed. There are several 
that cannot be identified, and Mr. Mach explained that 
warning notices went out approximately one month ago 
in the hopes that owners will act quickly and get the 
numbers visible. The hope is that eventually all moorings 
will be registered and located for the gridding plan. 

Mr. Mach requested that the board hire Horace 
Field to fill in part-time on weekends, as he has had 
difficulty filling those slots. The board agreed and hired 
Mr. Field as Deputy Harbormaster. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received: 

• Notice of a Conservation Commission 
(ConCom) hearing to be held on Monday, August 12 at 
9:00 pm upon the application of the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust to repair dam located at Fairhaven Road and 
Mendall Road.

cell tower (in town)." 

Mr. Huntoon clarified that Mr. Perry actually said 
the by-law, as written, was very restrictive and that if a 
suit were filed, he didn't think the town would prevail. 

"Industrial Communications ... amended their 
complaint (suggesting) the town was denying (their) civil 
rights under the Telecommunications Act/ 7 Mr. Huntoon 
said.

HOME PRICE VS INCOME INCREASE 



During the past ten years, 
housing prices have increased 
about 116% and median 
monthly housing expenses 
have risen 105%. Not so bad on 
the face of it when you consider 
that the median income of 
home buyers has increased just 
about the same amount during 
the decade - from $22,700, to al- 
most $46,000.

Telemarketing Bill Passed 

State Representative William Straus (D- 
Mattapoisett) announced recently that the House of 
Representatives passed a bill which he had filed that 
would limit when telemarketers can call you at home. The 
bill gives Massachusetts residents the opportunity to 
place their names on a "no call list" that will be main- 
tained by the State's Division of Consumer Affairs. 

"This bill represents one of the most important 
consumer protection initiatives to pass through the House 
in several years," Representative Straus said. He then 
added, "Massachusetts citizens will finally have the 
ability to protect their privacy at home from unwarranted 
intrusions from telemarketers." 

The bill was engrossed unanimously by the 
House on July 23 and sent to the Senate for consideration. 

Under the bill, Massachusetts residents would 
simply have to call a toll-free number to add their name to 
the "no call" registry Once the "no call" registry is 
established, telemarketers will be prohibited from calling 
residents whose phone numbers appear on the list and 
companies that ignore the list would be subject to pros- 
ecution by the Attorney General's office and possibly 
fined up to $5,000 for each violation. Representative 
Straus also added: "There would be no charge for Massa- 
chusetts consumers to register for the no call list." 

The full House is hopeful this matter will be taken 
up during the remaining days of the legislative session.

TRAINING YOUR PUPPY 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as their own room, 
not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing at night 
after being walked and is taken outside the first thing in the 
morning. After each meal the pup goes outside to the same spot 
with adult supervision and receives praise after elimination. 
The pup should stay in his crate during the day when he is not 
interacting with family members. He should go outside every 
30-60 minutes when he is free in the house. Most dogs are 
housebroken by 6 months. 

When can I start teaching him tricks? 

Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 minutes, 
10-30 times daily. Start with "come, sit, stay" and then add 
other tricks as you desire. Heel is important with a large breed 
pup. If the dog walks ahead of you on a leash, turn around and 
start walking in the opposite direction. Praise the pup con- 
stantly when he/ she is walking without pulling.

Austin Powers in Goldmember. Starring Mike Myers, Beyonce 
Knowles, and Michael Caine. Directed by Jay Roach. Running

Has Austin Powers lost his mojo? On the evidence of Austin- 
Powers in Goldmember, the most self-reflexive and self- 
congratulatory sequel since Scream 3, it appears he has. What 
began as a clever, colorful little farce out of nowhere has now 
metastasized into a major going concern for New Line Cinema, 
which tasted franchise success with the Nightmare on Elm Street 
movies and apparently never got over it (how disappointed they 
must be that they can only get three movies out of The Lord of the 
Rings). I'm with the idea of an Austin Powers series in which Mike 
Myers can pursue and elaborate on fresh new ideas, but that's far 
from the case here; this second sequel is almost entirely a reiteration 
of the first two. 

Everyone is talking about the opening sequence, studded 
with big stars checking in for instant comedy cred, but it left a bad 
taste in my mouth; it's as if the movie is telling us, "See how big 
we are now! If [big star unnamed to preserve surprise] likes us, 
you should too!" From there, we settle into the by-now-familiar 
mechanics of an Austin Powers "plot": eternally randy Austin 
(Myers) fending off lascivious Japanese twins; Basil Exposition 
(Michael York) dropping in and depositing plot points; and the 
tag team of Dr. Evil (Myers) and his clone Mini-Me (Verne 
Troyer), who once again strive for world domination. 

Myers and co-writer Michael McCullers toss in three new 
elements, all of which sound better on paper than they play 
onscreen. Too much time is spent on Austin's hurt feelings 
towards his superspy dad Nigel Powers (Michael Caine), who 
never gave Austin much attention; this neatly transforms Austin 
from an independently funny character to a resentful son trying 
to compete with his dad, and Caine, clearly eager to cut loose and 
spoof himself (his Harry Palmer spy movies, after all, were a key 
inspiration for Myers in creating Austin), just isn't given the 
material. The idea of him as Austin's dad is far better than the 
execution. 

The shagadelicbabe this time out is Foxxy Cleopatra (Beyonce 
Knowles), a Pam Grier knock-off whom Austin revisits when 




travelling back in time to 1975 to locate his kidnapped dad. 
Beyonce Knowles has a warmer, fresher presence than the previous 
two non-actresses (Elizabeth Hurley and Heather Graham) who 
have filled this slot, but typically she doesn't get a lot to do except 
being kicked repeatedly by New Element #3, who really sinks the 
movie. In latex that makes him look like Ben Gazzara playing a 
gay track coach, Myers bravely tackles the role of "Goldmember," 
a Dutch mastermind in cahoots with Dr. Evil. This character is so 
laughless, conceived in such puerile terms, that he almost makes 
Fat Bastard (yes, he's back, too) look like a charming, witty 
creation. If the franchise is getting too big for its bell-bottoms, 
maybe Myers is, too: At this point there may be nobody around 
him with enough clout to talk him out of a bad idea like 
Goldmember. 

I laughed a few times, mostly at playful bits like white 
subtitles against partially white backgrounds, or a sight gag that 
suggests an unprintable kink (someone at the MPAA must like 
Myers — the past two Austin Powers films have fluttered 
dangerously close to the flame of a kid-prohibitive R rating). But 
most of it is rehash, and smug rehash at that. By the time a well- 
known (and overexposed) TV family familiar from the past year 
makes its rote appearance, you know this one's not for the time 
capsule (half the jokes will be incomprehensible in twenty years); 
it's for a big opening weekend in 2002. Austin Powers in Goldmember 
congratulates you for being in the Austin Powers fan club, and 
congratulates itself for having such a big fan club. Mike Myers 
needs to have another humbling flop (like, say, Wayne's World 2), 
so that he can go back to the woodshed, cogitate and write for four 
years, and emerge with something out of left field — which is 
exactly how the first Austin Powers came about. Unfortunately, 
Goldmember won't be that flop.

Rochester Police Officer John Barnes was always taught to 
" write what you know/' So, what would a police officer and 
former private investigator know better than crime? 

Officer Barnes has successfully managed to combine his 
knowledge of police procedures and his skill at turning a phrase 
in Dead Men Talk, a self-published detective novel which he be- 
gan writing in 1998. 

"It's something I always wanted to do my entire life," Of- 
ficer Barnes said. "I tried it when I was very young ... but I just 
kept putting it off and putting it off. As I went through my years 
of police work, I would get off late at night and ... the house would 
be nice and quiet, so I got a word processor and I began writ- 
ing." 

Author Johnny Barnes, as he's credited on the 8.5 x 11 self- 
printed manuscript, started the book during his 11 -year stint as 
a cop in Sanford, Maine. Previous to that, he actually worked as 
a private investigator in Boston. So his interest in writing about a 
Boston-based P.I. was borne out of his own experiences. 

"I've had to draw on a lot of my experiences as a private 
investigator and a police officer/' he said. "Almost all of it in 
some way is either based on something I've experienced first- 
hand, or heard another officer speak of." 

The novel is an addictive read and is planned as the first in 
a series focusing on Officer Barnes' fictional creation, Boston P.I. 
Jack Kelly. 

"The protagonist is Jack Kelly, a private investigator and 
former Boston detective," he said. "Just as I did, he has an office 
on the fourth floor of a warehouse in Chinatown and operates 
out of there and has to pretty much take on any case that comes 
through the door. He's used to many hours of surveillance and I 
quote him in the book as saying he's spent days watching build- 
ings and they've never moved once. (This) novel deals with a 
serial killer in the Boston area. The second book, Dead Run, is 
going to deal with the abduction of a child. I'm about 155 pages 
through it." 

With plans for a series of detective novels focusing on a Bos- 
ton-based gumshoe and living in Rochester, it begs the question 
of whether Johnny Barnes cites fellow author and Mattapoisett 
native Robert B. Parker, who created the popular Spenser series, 
as an influence. He admitted he enjoys the Spenser books and, in 
particular, Parker's description of food and restaurants. 

"I like how (Parker) had Spenser work with recipes," he said. 
"(But) Raymond Chandler is the one I'm most often compared 
with. When you begin to read the novel, you'll see it really has 
that film noir and '50s flavor, although it's really set in today's 
world." 

Although there are many self-publishing services available 
on the Internet, Officer Barnes said he opted to print his own 
"Special Author's Manuscript Edition" and is hoping to find a 
more "traditional" publishing house to get the book to a much 
wider audience. 




"I had a literary agent out in California two years ago who 
tried to get a movie deal for (the novel), and I guess he was pretty 
close," he said. "But things began to fall apart. The publishing 
company had a budget to sign two new authors, and I guess I 
was the third. My literary agent's contract ran out and I haven't 
really done too much since." 

For now, he's been printing up the book himself, 100 copies 
at a time, and previously sold them at six book stores in Maine. 
But now that he's back home in Rochester, the title is sold exclu- 
sively at Bev Loves Books in the Plumb Corner Mall for $12 a 
copy. 

Those who have purchased and read Dead Men Talk are anx- 
ious for Barnes to complete Jack Kelly's next adventure, and he 
admitted it's been difficult to find the time to work on the se- 
quel. 

"I could wrap it up quickly if I had more time and a little 
more motivation," he said. "It's really hard to have a full-time 
job — I probably work 55 hours a week — and sit down where 
you can't be disturbed and write. If I could just sell the first (novel) 
to a Hollywood producer or major publisher then I could actu- 
ally free up a lot more time to start knocking (the books) out. I 
like to work out the smooth transition from paragraph to para- 
graph, from chapter to chapter. I like to tell a story." 

Based on his debut novel, I'd say author Johnny Barnes is 
adept as both a storyteller and writer. The book is a classic noir 
mystery with shades of not only Chandler and Parker, but also 
Dashielle Hammett, who wrote The Maltese Falcon. In fact, Barnes 
said he wrote Jack Kelly with Humphrey Bogart in mind. 

"He dealt with Sidney Greenstreet and Peter Lorre ... you 
had this great cast all looking for the black bird, the stuff dreams 
are made of, " he said, slipping into a solid Bogie impression. "As 
I wrote the book I could almost hear his voice and his inflections, 
that tone and flat delivery and deadpan look. It has that tone to 
it. I think it's evident to anybody who reads it. I love that stuff."
